FROM CHICAGO TO DENVER. 
Reminiscences and Incidents, 
Correspondence of The Chicage Tribune, 
Presto, Col., Dec, 4, 1872. 

Leaving sour snow-clad city on the night of 
Dec. 1, 1 awoke to find myself beyond the limits 
of the recent storm, which seems not to have 
visited the western part of your State.

Docking Our Present

The harbor accommodations of Chicago have 
always been small, in proportion to the demand 
for room, and dredging and docking were car- 
ried forward rapidly for several years previous 
to the fire. Up to June 80th, 1871, a total of 
about 17 miles of dockage. had been built, of 
which Ia miles were then in use; nearly 3 
miles of that first built having been renewed. A 


vast amount of dredging had also been done pre- 


vious to the fire, chiefly at the mouth of the 
harbor, and in the North Branch, In 1863 the 
North Chicago Docking Company, conimenced to 
put down ¢ line of piling and crib-work, north of 
the harbor, but It was swept away by the waves, 
and the work was abandoned till 1867, when it 
was again proceeded with, and was nearly fin- 
ished when the Great Fire swept over our city, 
and again suspended operations. The work hes 


since been undertaken anew, and will be com- 


pleted next season. Another dock extension 
begun in 1870, near the mouth of the river 
the south ; and an appropriation of $100,000, had 
been made by Congress, which was expended 
during the same year, leaying the extension 
still unfinished, but preparations are being made 
for finishing the work next spring 
water, 900 feet long, was built in 1871, running

after a stated number of years of 
occupancy and cultivation. There is, therefore, 
no sailor, or soldier, or widow, who is debarred 
by any lay from acquiring a homestead at any 
time. But this bill is not designed to secure 
homesteads. The public lands are gradually 
passing away from the Government, and this bill 
has for its purpose the securing of the many 
millions of deres issued under it to speculators | 
at u very little cost. The scrip that will 
sued to the soldiers and sgilors and widows and 
children will have comparatively little value, It 
will be subject to all the conditions of the Home- 
stead law that require occupancy and cultiva- 
tion, but it will be sssignable. It may have 
value of five, possibly ten, eenta an acre, and 
persons Who want homesteads will not 
even pay that much when they can 
take what land they want free of all 
cost. But, as an investment at five cents an 
acre, this scrip will offer inducements to capital- 
ists, who can afford to hold it for twenty years, 
when land will have become scarce and home- 
steads at a premium.

AID SWINDLES. 
We have repeatedly referred to the conse- 
‘quences to the municipalities concerned result- 


ing from voting aid to railroad corporations. In 


the Towa cases, and in the Wisconsin cases, 
where aid was voted under State laws, and those 
laws had been upheld by the State Courts as 
constitutional, the Supreme Court of the United 
States has laid down the doctrine that it will not 
reverse an interpretation of the State Coustitu- 
tion by the Supreme Court of such State. 
Wherever such bonds were issued, sanctioned at 
the time by the concurrent action of the Legis- 
lature and Judiciary of the State, the Federal 
Court has held that the bonds are a valid debt, 
to enforce payment of which the holder is en- 
titled to all legal remedies. | 
A new question has been raised of late in the 
case of some bonds voted by the City of Milwau- 
kee. The Legislature of Wisconsin, in 1853, 
authorized Milwaukee by popular vote to issue 
bonds in aid of railroads. Subsequent to the 
passage of this act, the Milwaukee & Superior 
Railroad Company and the Millwaukee & Beloit 
Railroad Company were incorporated. They had 
no existence at the time of the passage of the 
act of the Legislature. In 1856, the City of Mil- 
waukee voted 6100, 000 of city bonds to each of 
these Companies. No work was ever attempted 
on either road, the whole thing was a fraud, and 
them and were heard of no more, The city 
never paid any interest on the bonds. As all 
questions upon the merits had been decided in 
other cases, the defence made in a suit against 
the city upon the interest coupons of these bonds 
was, that the city had no authority under the act of 
the Legislature to issue bonds in aid of aay 
railroad company not in existence at the time of 
the passage of the act. That defence was held 
to be good by the United States District Court, 
but the Supreme Court, on Monday last, over- 
ruled this defence, and held that the authority 


given by the act was general, and covered these 
subscriptions. 


These bonds now, with the accumulated inter- 
est, amount to $400,000, for which the city never 
received the least consideration. It is but an- 
other in the long list of instances where these 
subscriptions have become a terrible burden 
upon the people who so inconsiderately made 
them.

SPECIAL LEGISLATION, 

In answer to a correspondent, the Nation de- 
scribes the English system of dealing with what 
is called in England “ Private Bill Legislation,” 
and what we name “Special Legislation.”. It 
first points out the sacrifice that fhe English 
Parliament has made voluntarily of special 
privileges. First it gave up the franking priv- 
ilege for the purpose of cheapening postage ; 
then it gave up the right of members to exercise 
any influence on the appointing and remov- 
ing power; and, finally, it surrendered 
the privilege of sitting as judge of 
the election of its own members. These 


coneessions attest the progressive spirit of 


the English legislators, and an individual pre- 
disposition for reform which does not exist, as a 
whole, in the American Congress. This spirit 
accounts equally for the more even justice of 
special legislation. The process by which such 
legislation is determined is for the applicant to 
draw his own bill, setting forth its object and 
extent fully in preamble. Parliament has a 
Court of locus standi,” to which these bills are 
referred. This Committee makes up other com- 
mittees, referring the private bills to them in 
groups of four or five each ; but no member wha 
is interested, or whose constituency is interested, 
favorably or unfavorably, in any bill is competent 
toserve, Then pomes trial befare the Commit- 
tee, whose award, if favorable, cannot exceed 
the scope of the petitioner's preamble, The 
unanimous report of a Committee is usually ace 
cepted as final, but, if the bill be opposed, 5 
member demanding a vote, a day is assigned by 
the Speaker, and it is made a part of the order 
of business for that day.
